- 'I'he following I'riift of the /vndaman and Nicobar Islands (Fixation of Rales for the use of 
Landing places, Wharves, Quays, Warehouses, Sheds and other Miscellaneous Services) Rules, 1991 which The 
Central Government proposes to make in exercise of te powers conferred by clauses (j) and (jj) of section 6 of the 
Indian Ports Act, 1908 (15 of 1908) is heteby published, as required by sub-section (2) of the said sect'on, for the 
information of all persons likely to be affected thereby and noFce is hereby given that the said draft will be taken 
into consideration on or after the expiry of a period of sixty days from the date on which copies of this notification 
as published In the Official Gazette, are made available to the public. 

Any objections or suggestions which may be received from any person with respect to the said draft before 
the expiry of the sa-d period will be taken into consideration by the Central Government. 

DRAFT RULES 

1. Short title ; These rules may be called the Andaman and Nicobar Islands (Fixation of Rates for the Use of 
Landing places. Wharves. Quays, Warehouses Sheds and other Miscellaneous Services) P.ules, 1991. 

2. Definition : In these rules unless the context otherwise requires:—■ 

(a) “break bulk cargo’ means non-free Rowing cargo. 

(b) “bulk cargo” means free flowing cargo. 

(c) “consignment” means the goods covered by an application for import or export. 

(d) “Dead Weight Tons” means the weight in tons of cargo, stores fuel passengers and crew carried by the 
ship when loaded to her maximum summer loading. 

(e) “ports of Andaman’ means and includes the Port of Diglipur, Mayabupder, Rangat, Port Plain, Hut 
Bay, Car Nicobar, Nancowiy Katchal and Corabell Bey. 

(f) “Schedule” means “Schedule” to these rules. 

(c) “Vessel engaged in coastal trade” means:— 

(i) any Indian or a foreign vessel arriving at any of the Ports of Andaman from a Port in another part 
of India, in ballast or with goods loaded or passengers embarked exclusively at the Indian Ports; 

(ii) any Indian or fore'gn vessel departing from any of the Ports of Andaman to any other port in any 
other part of India either in ballast or w th goods or with passengers destined exclusively for such 
port in any other part of India. 

(lii) any vessel flying a fore'gn flag operating in the Indian waters for such period as may be specified 
in a licence to be granted by the Director General of Shipping for carrying on Coastal trade. 

(h) “Vessel engaged in overseas trade”means:- 

(i) every vessel flying a foreign flag and operating in the Indian Waters; 

Provided that such a vessel shall not be deemed to be a vessel engaged in overseas trade during 
the per'od for which she is licensed by the Director General of Shipping to carry on coastal trade; 

(ii) every Indian Vessel loading foods for a foreign Port; 

(iii) every Indian vessel carrying goods from a foreign country; 

(iv) every vessel in ballast whether carrying goods or sailing empty proceeding from an Indian Port to 
a foreign port; 

(v) every vessel in ballast carrying goods or sailing empty arriving at an Indian Port from a foreign 
Port. 

3. Scale of charges: -The scale of charges for the various services shall be calculated on the following basis, 
namely:— 

(I) (a) one unit by weight means one tonne (thousand kilograms); 

(b) one unit by volume measurement means one cubic metre; 

(c) one unit by capacity measurement for liquids in bulk means thousand liters (one kilo litre); 
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G‘) In the case of bulk cargo, charges for wharfage, cranage, d emurragc and special services shall be calculated 
on the basis of the units prescribed in the manifest of the e vessel. 

(.3) In the case of break bulk cargo, charges;— 

ta) for wharfage and demurrage shall be calculated on the total of each item of goods; 

(b'l for cranage, shlpmenl,-delivery, loading and unloading shall be calculted on the weight of such 
cargo, 

(41 In calcul'it'ng the gross we'ght or measurement by volume or capacity of any individual item, fract’ous 
up to and inclu.ling 0.5 shall bo taken as 0 5 and fractions over and above 0.5 shall be treated as one unit 
unless otherwise specified, 

(51 The aggregate of all charges Including demurrage payable on any one consignment shall be subject to a 
minimum of rupees five. 

(61 The minimum payment on account of demurrage on import or export shall be rupee one ojt .any consign¬ 
ment. 

4. Wharfag; charges;—Wharfage charges for the goods which are importe.l, exported, transhipped or passing 
through the Ports of .Andaman shall be levied at the rates specified in Schedule [. 

5. Charges for cranes and fork Hfn: Ch '.rge, for the use of wharf cranes, jetty cranes and fork lifts shall be 
leviel at the rates spec’fied in Schedule TI. 

6 Dnnurr.’.ge: Dmiurrage charges shall be levied on all goods left in the transit sheds, yards, open space at 
wharves, jetties and quay berths in the part at the rates specified in Part C of Schedule III. 

Explanation 1. —For the purposes of c.ilcid:ition of the number of days for which demurrage charges shall 
be lieved. no allowance shall be made for Sundays or holidays. 

Explanation 2 .—For the purpose of levy of demurrage charges allowances shall be made for free days as 
specified in Paris A and B of Schedule TTI. 

Explanation 3.—For the purposes of calculating demurrage charges under this rule Day’ shall be reckoned 
from 6.00 .A.M of day any part'cular day to 6.00 A M. of the next day. 

7 Charges for spread services.—Chargc.s for special service shall be levied at the rates specified in Schedule 
IV, 

8 N ght a 1 ’ h:)l'day charges:—Charge. f n ihc work done daring the night and on holidays shall levied be 
at the rates specified in Schedule V. 

9, Miscellaneous charges:— Charges for the m scellaneous services shall be levied at the rates specified in 
Schedule VI, 

10. Method of calculation for recovery til) Save as otherwise provided in these rules, for the purpose of 
recovery of the various charges, the gross unit of each package specified in its invoice or shipping document. :is the 
case may he, shall be taken into account; 

Provided that if the aforesaid documents are not available or if such documents do not mention the gross 
unit of such package, the units arrived at the actual test check shall be fitken as the gross units, 

(2) Every party filing an application for import or export, as the case may be, shall declare the correct unit 
or units in such application, 

(3) Where gross units arc n.)t indicated in the shippihg documents, the party filing the application shall weigh 
or measure as the case may be, the consignment and declare the same in the application. 

(4) If any statement as to the weight or volume of any package made in the application is found to be 
inaccurate, the person making such application shall be deemed to have violated the provisions of this rule.

(3) In. the case of salvage goods (sec below) detained for survey, seven days excluding Sundays and Port’s 
holidays will be all >weJ from the Jay I'oUowing the notification of salvage by the receiver of wrecks in the Andaman 
and Nicobar Administrat’on Gazette or from the day following the date in which the advice of salvage of goods 
is sent by the receivers or wrecks to the agent concerned, or the consignee of the goods or their clearing agent, 
whichever is earh'er. 

7. SALVAGED GOODS.—The free period viz. two workmgdays in the case of coast cargo and three working 
days inthecaseof Foreign cargo will count from the day following the notification of salvage by the receiver of 
wrecks m the Andaman&Nicobar Administration Gazette, or from the day following the date on which the advice 
of the salvage goods is sent, by the receiver of wrecks to the steamer agent concerned, or the consignee of the goods 
or their clearing Agent, whichever is earlier. 

8. PACKAGES LANDED EMPTY OR PARTLY EMPTY.—The free days shall be as according to the des¬ 
cription of goods.

(b) Abandoned and unclcared/unclaimcd goods sold by the Port in Public auction:—In respect of abandoned 
and unclcared/unclaimcd good s sold by the Port in Public auction, the demurrage leviable shall be limited to six months 
from the date of its accrual, or to the date of receipt of intimation qf abandonment in the office of the Chief Port 
Administrator.in writing, whicheveris earlier. The limiting ofdemurrageto six m'onths, as per the above provisions, 
isitotadmissibleincascofabandonedunclearcd/unclaimedgoodssoldbythePort in public auction, wherejtherc was 
a request from the agent coucerued for withdrawing the goods from the sale at any stage in the process of arranging 
the auction sale of goods, by tbc Port. 

In such cases demurrage shall be reckoned upto the date of receipt of intimation of abandonment, if any, in the 
office of the Chi ef Port Adm ini strator, Iq writing, tctulered to the Port by the agents concered after the request for with¬ 
drawing the goods from the sales, or upto the date of sale by the Port, whichever is earlier. 

Note. —( ') Request if any, from the consignee/clearing agents/owners of the goods for withdiawal from the 
sale ofabaadohod/unclearned /uncleaned goods by the Port shall not be considered unless sufficient amount to cover 
the dues upto the expected date of clearance of the goods, which was requested for withdrawal from the sale is deposited 
with the Port by the concerned party alongwith sa'd request. 

(ii) After the payment of demurrage as per Note (i) above, if the goods were not cleared by the consignce/clear- 
iug agent/owner and subsequently auctioned, the insufficiency of sale proceeds, if any, would be recovered from agent 
concerned limiting the demurrage upto a maximum period of six months from the date of ts accrual. 

11. during congestion.— If at any time Port should apprehend serious congestion in its transit areas to 
the detriment of the rapid transit of goods, through the Port, it may direct the owners or cousiugnees of any specified 
goods, to remove suchgoods from the Harbour premises withinagiventime.aud should the goodsnot be so removed 
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the Port may ch irgo them demurrage thereon upto Rs. 50/* per unit per day until the goods shall have been 
removed I'rom the Harbour premises. Also the Port may itself remove from them the transit areas at the expense 
of the owners and shall stack them in any space within its premises at the risk of the owner.
